Maxixea Canoes or Lanp as WELL 
as oF ‘TaLLow —All kinds of fay mat 
ter consisis essentially of an oily liquid, 
united with a solid substance, the former 
culled e/aine, and the latter either stear- 
ine or margarine. By exposing olive oil 
(sweet ot!) to a low temperature a portion 
of it becomes solid. ‘This may be sepa- 
rated and subjected to pressure so as to 
entirely remove the liquid part and leave 
a permanently solid mass, which is called 
morgarine. ‘his is white, hard and brit- 
He, aud resembles spermacetti. Almond 
oil, linseed, and many other vegetable oils 
produce the same restlis. In like n 
ner, butter, human fut, the fat of the 
and some other animals, by a somewhat 
similar process, yield the’ sulid margar- 
ine. The fluid portion is called elaine 
The margarine melis at 118° (Fahren- 
heit,) when pure it is not affected by the 
atmosphere, if kept for any length of tine, 

‘The fat of the ox, the sheep, the horse, 
the hog, the goat, &c., in like manner, 
yield a liquid and a solid, the former call- 
ed also e » While the latter, or solid 
part, is named stearine. Siearine is a 
hard, brittle, colorless fut, and melts at 


129°, Both margarine and siearine are 
found in small quantities in most animal 
fats, but one or the other greatly predomi 

nates. In the fut of man the solid part is 
margarine alone. 

The hard candles now so common in 
the market, under the names of “stearine 
candl amantine candles,” &c., are 
chiefly stearine, obtained from tallow or 
lard, especially from the latter, in the pro- 
cess of lard oil manufacture. In separa- 
‘ing this on a large scale, pressure is 
used, Various chemical processes have 
been proposed for obtaining the stearine 
without the intervention of pressure or 
low temperature, but none of them have 
succeeded well we believe, unless the 
method detailed by a correspondent of the 
New-England Farmer prove to be a good 
one. He professes to take all the stale 
fat, dirty grease, &c, found about the 
house— whether lurd ortallow—and tran: 
form them into good stearine candles ; 
and says those made from lard stand the 
heat of Summer e better than thos 
trom tallow, — His directions are, to take 
tor each 12 Ibs. of soft grease, 1 pound of 
saltpetre and 1 pound of aluu—niix anc 
pulverize the saltpetre and alum, and dis- 
sulve them ina gill of boiling water; then 
pour in the Jard or grease in a nearly 
melted state; stir the whole well togeth- 
er while heating to boiling, and skim off 
what rises to the top. Keep the mass 
simmering until all the water 1s evapora- 
ted, or until it ceases to throw off any 
Pour off the melted grease x 
soon as it is free from water, aud clean 
the vessel while still bot.

This journal is not chargeable with en- 
zitig fanatical assaults on particular 
religious creeds. It has been its aim to 


| allow the sectaries to fight their own bat- 


‘les And we must not be supposed to 


1\ depart from this rule if we ask the atlen- 


tion of our readers to a political pastoral 
which has just been issued by Armand 
Francis Mary de Charbonnel, “by the 
Grace of God and of the Holy See, Bish« 
op of Toronto” Only a small portion, 
probably, of those whem we address ure 
particularly interested in those portions of 
the pasteral which enjoin special religious 
duties during the season of Lent. Andwe 
could hardly hope to interest them by re- 
producing the Bishop's advice as to the 
necessity, at all times, of specific religious 
observances, We need nol, therefore, 
weary them by repeating Wis Lordship’s 
assurance, that it isa mortal sin not to 
procure baptism for infants as soon as pos- 
sible ; that it is an equally mortal offence 
to miss Mass on Sunday—to neglect Enst- 
er Conimunion—to go to a Protestant 
Church, esther before or after being mar- 
ried. Probably these are matiers yery 
many of our readers are indifferent to; 
and not less to the serious decision of the 
Bishop, that any Catholic, married out of 
the Church, is liable to excommunication. 
But we shall possibly escape the imputa- 
Hon of improperly interfering in matters 
of purely religious concern, if we: invite 
public attention to a part of the Bishop's 
Pastoral, which Jays down forthe mem- 
bers of the Catholic communion a rule of 
political guidance. It can hardly be our 
Province to question the propriety of ear- 
ly baptism, or a strict adherance to His 
Lordship’s dietary scale during the sea- 
son of Lent, ‘These are matters in which 
we can make no pretensions to he yersed, 
und every one of our readers ought to be 
allowed to judge for himself how far obe- 
dience is due to the requirements of the 
Church in matters. purely spiritual, ~ But 
when Bishop Charbonnel proceeds to tell 
us that itis a mortal sin to send a Catho- 
lic child to a common school, he is trench- 
ing on political ground, and we cannot af- 
ford to allow his dictation to pass uncha! 
lenged. 

His Lordsbip’s words are these: — 
“Catholic clectors in this country, who 
do not use their electoral power in behalf 
of Separate Schools, are guilty of mortal 
sin. Likewise, parents not making the 
sacrifices necessary tosecure such schools 
or sending their children to mixed schools. 
Moreover the Confessor who would give 
absolution to such parents, electors, or le- 
gislutors who support mixed schools to 
the prejudice of separate schools, would 
be guilty of a mortal sin.” ‘This is clear- 
ly anattempt to call in question the right 
of Catholics, on pain ofthe censure of the 
church, to send their children (o any com- 
mon school, no matter how inaccessible 
any other menns of instruction may be— 
It is proclaiming in the face cf the coun 
try, that itis better to have the youth of 
the Province left without the means of 
secular instruction altogether, than to al- 
low them to read and write and cipher in 
the same school with Protestants, “Tt is 
not an atiempt to amend-a policy which 
may be considered objectionable ; itis an 
attempt to create and magaify a social 
evil, Parlisment, in providing for the 
maintenance of a system of public instruc- 
tion, has virtually afirmed the principle 
that it is necessary to the stability of our 
institutions—a pre-requisite in short, of 
any system of free government—that the 
people have the means of education — 
‘Lhe Bishop, on the other hand, tells us, 
it is a mortal sin to teach a child to do ad- 
dition and get an acquaintance with Eng- 
Hlish reading in any publicly endowed 
school, which is not under the immediate 
control of the chureh. ‘Till the country, 
therefore, becomes so populous, and the 
people so wealthy, that sehoolscan be cs- 
lablished both for Protestants and Catho- 
lics, there shall be no education at all for 
the children of the latter, They sholl 
yrowup pagans—so far as intelligence 1s 
concerned. ‘hey shull be placed under 
the ban of the church for the erime of ne- 
quiring the simple knowledge necessary 
lor them to read the decrees of the church.

nity et all on such a mournful occasion, and that a 
fine shalt be paid for pious purposes. 
Hence do we declare that any Catholic married 
out of the Church is liablo to excommunication, 
and will be deprived of the Sacraments until he will 
have asked, through his Pastor, pardon for the acan- 
dal he has given. 
6th. This a gross and very common crror to be 
lieve that to drink in violation of one’s pledge isa 
sin in itself. To drink beyond measure is a mor- 
tol sin or venial aceording to the degree of drunk- 
enness; but to drink with moderation, though in 
violation of one’s pledge is rot a sin unless the 
pledge has been taken with an obligatory intention, 
or by way of a vow or oath; which should never be 
done without a spiritual father's advice, Hence if 
two persons of whom one is pledged and the other 
not, exceed to the same extent, both commit the 
same sins if both drink without being affected by 
it, neither sins; anu atill the pledge is very useful;

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A Canadian Patriot in Trouble. 


On Sunday evening lIast an old man, 
calling himself John Bateman, went to 
the Station Houso in this city, and asked 
to be permitted to remain all night, alle- 
ging that he had no means and no place 
of lodging. ‘The officers feeling unwill- 
ing to turn a human being out in a snow 
storm to suffer from the cold and proba- 
bly perish, gave him a comfortable place 
to lodge, and yesterday morning ho was 
taken before the Mayor, when he made 
the following statement :-— 

I was born in Virginia, within 4 miles 
of this city, and when quite young my pa- 
rents removed to New York, where | re- 
sided until | arrived at the age of man- 
hood, and was married. I then removed 
to Canada, purchased a farm and lived 
happy until the rebellion of 1836 and ’37, 
my family consisting of a wife and s)x 
children, when I joined the patriot army 
and fought under the banner of liberty, 
but with many of my companions, was 
compelled to surrender to the royal arms,

How Shot are Manufactured. 


A fow days ago as we were walking up 
Water street, we noticed a gust of hot air 
from a store we were passing, which 
struck the cheek with the burning force 
of asirocco, Curious to ascertain its ori- 
gin, we entered the store, and drew near 
the hatchway from whence it seemed to 
proceed. Down from the stories above 
there came a shower of silver drops which 
disappeared in the vapor from the apart- 
ments beneath.

The wealth of England, according to 
the best estimatos that can be made of it, 
may be reckoned in the following manner: 
The value of the cultivated soil, that 1s, the 
Jabour and wealth that 1s in the soil, is es- 
tumated at €1.700,000,000; mines, at 
££120,000,000 ; roads, canals, and other 
means of communication, at £500,00°,, 
000; dwellings, factories, and kindred 
erections, at £550,000,000; annual agri- 
cultural produce in land, the surplus of 
former years, and agricultural implements, 
at £230,000,000 ; horses, cattle, sheep, 
and other live stock, at £242,000,000; 
manulactured goods, new and in use, at 
£200,000,000; mercantile shipping, at 
£40,000,000 ; foreign merchandise paid 
for, at £50,000,000 ; fisheries, foreign and 
domestic, a3 £5,000,000 ; being a total of 
nearly £2,700,000,000 Now this isa 
sum of which few persons understand the 
extent. But suppose it was before us in 
sovereigns, and that we could count twen- 
ty in a minute fortwelve hours in the day 
it would take about 800 years to get thro’ 
them. ‘This immense sum, however, does 
not include the coin which is in circula- 
tion in the British isles, ‘The gold and 
silver is nearly £40,000,000, besides cop: 
per, bank notes, bills, and other mediums 
of circulation The gold, also, which is 
in the coffers of the Bank of England, is 
not included; the amount of this fluetu- 
ates, but it is seldom less than £15,000,- 
000, Now this £40,000,000 of gold and 
silver, which is in actual circulation, and 
the £15,000,000 in the Bank of England, 
and other sums similarly situated, will a- 
mount to nearly £60,000,000 moro, 
Here, then, we have a realised capital 
of £3,760,000,000 of productive property 
in the British isles.

There are 11 miles of viaduct in 
the vicinity of the motropolis alone, of 
which the earthworks measure 550,000,- 
000 cubic vards, St. Paul's, in compari- 
son with the mountain which this earth 
would rear, would be but as a pigmy be- 
side a giant, for it would form a pyramid 
a mile and a half in height, with a base 
larger than St, James’s Park, Bighty 
millions of train miles are run annually 
upon the lines. Five thousand engines 
and 150,000 vehicles compose the work- 
ing stock. ‘The 5,000 engines placed in 
a straight line would extend from London 
to Chatham—the 150,000 vehicles simi- 
larly arranged would reach from London 
to Aberdeen, ‘The companies employ 
90,400 officers and servants. Tho engines 
consume annually 2,000,000 tuns of coals, 
so that in every minute of time that now 
passes over our heads, four tons of coals 
are incessantly flashing into steam 20 tons 
of water—an amount sufficient for the sup- 
ply of the domestic and other wants of the 
town of Liverpool. ‘The coal consumed 
is almost equal to the whole amount ex- 
ported to foreign countries, and to ove- 
half of the annual consumption of London. 
In 1854, 111,000,000 passengers were 
conveyed on railways; each passenger 
travelled an average of 12 miles. ‘The 
old coaches carried anayerage of 10 pas- 
sengers, and for the conveyance of 300,- 
000 passengers a day each, there would 
have been required at least 10,000 coaches 
and 120,000 horses. ‘The receipts of the 
railways in 1854 amounted to 20,215,000/. 
and Mr. Stephenson asserts that there 1s 
no instance on record in which the receipts 
of a railway have not been of continuous 
growth, even where portions of its traffic 
have been abstracted by competition or by 
new lines. ‘The wear and tear of Rail- 
ways is great: 20,000 tons of iron require 
to be replaced annually, and 26,000,000 
of sleepers perish every year. 300,000 
trees are annually felled to make good the 
loss of sleepers, and 300,000 trees cannot 
be grown on less than 5,000 acres of fo- 
rest land. 90,000 men are employed di- 
rectly, and upwards of 40,000 collaterally ; 
these 130.000 men with their wives and 
families represent a population of 500,000 
souls; so that 1 in 50 of the entire popu- 
lation of the kingdom may be said to be 
dependent on railways! The annual re- 
cuipt of railways now reaches 20,000,001, 
or nearly half the amount of the ordinary 
revenue of the united Kingdom. Mr. Ste- 
phenson contends that if railway inter- 
course were suspended, the same amount 
of traffic could not be carried on under a 
cost of 60,000,000/. per annum; so that 
according to this computation 40,000,000/ 
a year are saved by railways. ‘ Besides,” 
says Mr. Stephenson, “to the public ‘time 
1s money,’ and in point of time a further 
saving is eflected; for on every journey 
averaging 12 miles in length, an hour is 
saved to 11,000,000 passengers, which is 
equal to 38,000 years in the life of a man 
working 8 hours a day; and allowing an 
average of three shilli per diem for his 
work, this additional Saving amounts to 
2,000,000/. a-year.” 

Our readers will, we think, agree with 
us that these facts (which from Mr. Ste 
phenson’s high reputation and well known 
character we must assume to be correctly 
stated,) are as astonishing as they are in-

Tea wont DningiNc.—It is well known 
that the Russian gentleman can offer his 
friend a better cup of tea than can be obtain- 
ed in cither France or England. The case 
is readily explained, 

Tea is supposed by good judges to lose in 
transportation across the séa its most deli- 
cious flavor. Tho tea in Russia is, therefore, 
brought by land all the way in small chests 
coveretl with skins, and the time occupied in 
its transportation, is from one to three years ! 
This mode of transportation, of course, adds 
vastly to the price. Accordingly, the tea- 
drinker in Russia pays from two to ten dollars 
of our money per pound for the article, and, 
notwithstanding the high price, uses it with= 
out stint as often as two, three, or even some- 
times half a dozen times a day. Black and 
green tea is usually mixed and made strong 
at the table—a summervar, or urn of hot wa 
ter with a pan of coals at the bottom of it be= 
ing placed on the table for the purpose, with 
a tea-pot and little cans of dry tea. Green 
tea, by itself, is not considered healthfa), but 
it is the most expensive. They have also, 
which is very expensive, tea flowers, which 
is mixed with the leaves, and makes a drink 
—the refinement of delicacy, 

Coflee is not much weed by Russians, and 
is not considered healthful. “The men and 
women who keep, in the large cities, cake 
and bread stands on the corners of the streots, 
Keop also hot téa at all times. 

Svery traveller in Russia speaks of the tex 
as incomparable. Neither coflee nor eham- 
pagne are to be compared toit. Nectar is 
the word the genvine tea-drinkers apply to it. 
Even the richest New Yorkers cannot obtain 
the Russians’ delicacy, beoause to get it horey 
it must be transported across the oceans so 
it appears that there are some articles of lox- 
ory that money cannot buy.

“States, and he hoped that the apology of- 
fered would be received. He regretted, 
however, that there was nota conviliatory 
Paragraph introduced into the speech in 
reference to the subject.. The whole 
speech, ho said, was redolent of water- 
gruel. 

The Earl of Clarendon replied as fol- 
lows :— 

“T wish to take an early opportunity of 
alluding to our relations with the United 
States. In my opinion there can be no 
donbt as to the common-sense view of the 
obligations of the Clayton and Bulwer 
Treaty, and yet it is upon the interpreta- 
‘tion of that treaty that a difference of opi- 
nion has arisen. In such a case corre- 
spondence is useless, and I Jost no time 
in offering to refer the whole question to 
tho arbitration of any third power, both 
sides agreeing to be bound by the deci- 
sion. ‘That offer has not yet been ac- 
cepted ; it has been renewed, and [ hope 
that upon further consideration the United 
States Government will agree to it. 

“ With respéct to recruiting in the U 
States, it would not have aided a friendly 
solution to allude to it frem the throne, 
inasmuch as the correspondence must have 
been produced,—and the correspondence 
still continues, ‘I'he most recentdemands 
of the Government of the United States 
arrived only two days ago, and are not yot 
au @ state to be made public, 

“Tho origin of the trouble was this: 
at the beginning of the war, merous fo- 
reigners in tho United States oppliod to 
the British Government for permission to 
join the army in the East. In conse. 
quence, instructions were sent to the Go 
vernment of Nova Scotia to consider whe- 
ther persons from the U. States would be 
received at Halifax. ‘Their instructions 
Were notified to Mr. Crampton, who was 
at the same time informed that, anxious as 
England was for recruits, she was still 
More anxious that there should be no vio- 
lation of the Municipal law of the United 
States.

No time has been lost by me in acting on the 
powers conferred by this law, and I trust that 
you will be satisfied with the progress which 
as been made. 

The subject of a change in the constitution 
of the Legislative Council, by rendering it 
elective, will again be brought before you. 
‘The measure for the organization of a pro- 
Viticial police, capable of being applied by 
the crown for the prevention of crime, andthe 
speedy apprehension of the offenders, deser- 
yes your attentive consideration. Should the 
increasing wealth and prosperity of the coun- 
try demand an increased protection of proper- 
ty and the adyance of civilization in Canada, 
it should be marked by the strict enforcement 
of law, and by the most perfect sense of secu- 
rity from outrage, and it is to you I must look 
for the power of ensuring these great objects. 
I haye spoken of ourincreasing prosperity. 
No mark of its existence can be stronger than 
that afforded by our extended lines of railway. 
Nor is this progress confined to one section of 
the province. Eastward to St. Thomas, and 
westward to Guelph and Hamilton, these 
lines, at once the sign and cause of progress, 
are already comple I may congratulate 
you on tho fact that since your last meeti 
nearly 250 miles have been got into working

A Petition signed by G. E. Henderson, H. 
D. Powis, M. Sawyer, and some 1300 others, 
was presented by Dr. Holden, prayix 
Council to use some means for the suppres- 
sion of Intemperance in our Town, inasmuch 

of most of the crime, vice, 
pauperism and misery which now prevails. 

Two Reports were laid upon the table, one 
from the Mayor’s Clerk relating to the crime 
of our Town, the other from the Treasurer on 
public Licenses. 

The Council then went into committee on 
By-Laws, Mr. Chilver in the chair. 

Dr. Hore, seconded by Dr. Holden, moved 
the second reading of the By-Law relating to 
Saloons. 

In doing so, Dr. Hope said he regretted the 
absence of the Mayor and Mr. Ponton, whose 
yaluable services were very much needed in 
the passage of so important a matter; he re- 
gretted also that the Mayor had not been pre- 
sent to make the abstract of crime which the 
Couneil had asked for at a former period, but 
that this Report had to be made out by his 
Clerk,—as such information would haye been 
yery important in the consideration of the 
question under the notice of the Council; he 
believed, however, it would not be denied 
that the sale of intoxicating liquors as it ex- 
ists at present, is the primary cause of tho 
crime and vice which is found to an alarm- 
ing extent in our Town. He had made en- 
quiries at our common Gaol, and to the ques- 
tion What proportion of those who had been 
confined in the Gaol were committed through 
intemperate habits ?”? the answer was, Aut! 
and the greater number were in a state of in~ 
toxication when brought there. He also pro- 
duced other instances in several of our Pro- 
vincial towns and cities, illustrating the same 
fact. The Dr. said that he believed the li- 
censing of Saloons was the direct cause of 
much of the intemperance which prevailed 
in our town, and that the passage of the pre- 
sent By-Law would have the Hey to di- 
minish much of the misery, vice, and crime 
which at present existed, He saw no neces 
sity for having Saloons,but he saw every rea- 
son why they should be suppressed; they 
were not for the ommadation of the pub- 
lic, like Hotels, but existed for no other pur- 
pose than the sale of intoxicating liquors. If 
there Was any profit to be mado out of the 
sale he thought that Hotels should have it, as 
the law required them to go to some consid~ 
erable expense in yetting up accommoda- 
tions. At the Saloons many of our young 
as well as heads of families went for no 
r purpose than drinking, Which they could 

srotly, and which they would not do at 
a public hotel; their influence was only evil 
and that continually, aud he would give his 
strongest influence for their suppression. 

Mr. Brown wished to say a fow words be- 
fore voting, as ho thought dvery member had 
the privilege of giving his reasons for voting 
cithor for or against, He had not had time 
to read over the namos of all the petitionors, 
but he saw many of the most respectable 
names in our town, and he supposed the re- 
mainder were of the same character; he saw 
by the wording of the petition that it was loft 
to the judgment of the Council to limit the 
evil as they thought proper.

Hon. N, P. Banks, Jn.—The Boston 
Bee, in giving « short biographical sketch 
of Mr, Banks, Speaker,of the Houso of 
Representatives, says :— 

He has risen to his present post from 
the humblest of lifo. His early days wit- 
ness him struggling with poverty, a boy 
of fifteen years, working sixteen hours a 
day in a machine shop of the Boston Ma- 
nufacturing Company, at Waltham. He 
was born in 1816, and is forty years old 
His first appearance in public, except in 
a Dramatic Club formed by the young men 
of Waltham, was as a temperance lecturer, 
making his debut in Watertown. He read 
from manuscript before him; it was a cre- 
ditable production. He subsequently ob- 
tained much skill as » speaker, in the de- 
bating club of the town, From that peri- 
od, some fifteen years, to the present, he 
has engaged more or less in politica — 
His thirst for knowledge has always been 
marked ; and to gratify it, while yet in the 
machine shop, he regularly spent the hours 
after work until midnight. - 

Let those who see Mr. Banks in the 
chair of the House of Representatives, re- 
member that its price is twenty-five years 
of toil and study—a long and rugged path. 
In 1848 he commenced the study of law 
in the office of the late Robert Rantoul, 
Jr. In 1849,'50,’51 and ’52, he repre- 
sented his natiye town in our Legislature

tem of Lower Canada, were not shared 
even by Republicans, It would be found, 
when the estimates were laid before the 
House, that the Government were prepar- 
ing to establish three Model Schools in the 
Eastern section of the Province. 

Mr. Dorion replied to Mr. Cartier’s ob- 
servations, and denied that he had slan- 
dered Lower Canada in stating the truth, 
that, while there were 277,000 children 
attending schools in the Upper Province, 
in Lower Canada there were only 119,-

And this House feels bound 
to declare that the absence of alt reference Lo those 
subjects will be considered by tho People of this 
Province as an abandonment by His Excellency’s 
advisers of what they consider measures of para- 
mount importance ”* 

Mr. Merritt seconded the amendment, 
and spoko of the strong necessity of apply- 
ing the Clergy Reserve funds to educa- 
tional purpeses, instead of frittering it a- 
way for loca] purposes. He also pressed 
upon the House the benefits arising from 
an improvement of our internal navigation. 
Several other speeches were made pro and 
con, among the best of which was that of 
Mr. Brown, member for Lambton. The

In presenting to the Public their Annual 
Account of Recepts and Disbursements, the 
Board of Common School Trustees would 
express their regret, that various causes, over 
which they haye hadno control, have oper- 
ated during the past year to interrupt the 
success of some of the Schools. These have 
chiefly arisen from several Teachers having 
removed to other situations, shortly after 
having entered into engagements with the 
Trustees, which they had every reason to 
expect would have been permanent. 

Considerable inconvenience has also been 
occasioned by a great difficulty in procuring 
Teachers; in consequence of this the Hospi- 
tal School was closed forsome time. Early in

Their presence 
would encourage the children and stimulate 
the Teachers, and would enable parents and 
visitors to detect various little deficiencies, 
which might not in any other way come under 
notice, 

The Trustees would wish to draw the ot- 
tention of parents to the importance of their 
supplying the children with paper, books, 
and slates; a large number in nearly all the 
Schools, being totally unprovided with these 
requisites. This is bad policy on the part 
of parents, and the Trustees would earnestly 
solicit the attention of parents to this very 
important matter, thus taking care that a 
Teachor shall find no apology for neglect, in 
the absence of suitable materials. During 
the year a large number of the most advanced 
scholars have been drafted into the Grammar 
School, having passed ¢ reditable examinations. 
Atfirst it was found that there was considera- 
ble reluctance to enter the Grammar 8 
this, however, no longer exists. The
